EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(bXl) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 
policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(bX2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency; 

(bX3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute(A) requires that the 
matters be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for 
withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld;

intelligence investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law 
enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such 
disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or 
physical safety of any individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 

(bX9) geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

Confidential Inf ormant|^"“]states that there 
is a possibility that members of the Communist Party in other sections 
of the United States or sympathisers of the party have secured positions 
with governmental agenoies but that to his knowledge such matters have 
not been discussed by the secretary or other members of the Communist 
Party of Louisiana. 
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Of course, the Bureau is advised that the entire matter was 
very’ discreetly handled with the Confidential Informants of the Hew 
Orleans office and no indication was given to them that information 
had been received that reports had been received by the Bureau of 
Communist Party plants in governmental agencies. 

It is ny intention to keep in touch with ! I b7C 

of the Railway Audit and Inspection Company, Hew Orleans, from time 
to time for information in connection with Communist Party activities 
and for any information he might have to offer in connection with the 
matters which are the basis of this investigation. 

Suggestion is made, if consistent, that the Bureau submit to 
me under Personal and Confidential cover the sources from which the 
i Bureau received the information mentioned in the Bureau's reference 
letter. These sources might be of assistance to me in running down the 
allegations to a final conclusion.

Checks of our files against the names of all applicants in 
ithis office, occasipnally reveal a prior record to the effect that 
;the applicant. is known as "radical" or extremely "liberal". In all 
such instances, it has been found that the original complaint was 
(either unfounded or non-specific.

’destroying his effectiveness should he be recognized by the employee in 
question or by anyone else in the Department of Justice while on a tour 
of the Bureau. The procedure of viewing photographs would enable him to 
see pictures of all female employees, while if a tour were made, there is 
a great possibility that the particular employee sought might escape 
detection through temporary absence during a rest period, while on leave, 

; . or by being in such a position at the Bureau that her whereabouts might 
be overlooked.
